It is my practice to cover with'the Special Agents 
in Charge forthrightly the material which I gather from the 
various S ections of the Division, along with any other 
problems which have come to my attention ». In the event there 
is a particularly troublesome problem, it is my practice to 
instruct the SACs to consult with the Supervisors and/or 
Section Chiefs following their discussion with me, in order 
that they will have any further necessary details of the 
problem.

MEMORANDUM FOR MR. TOESON 

MR. BOARD MAN

During the course of the briefing of the Attorney 
General* s staff conference at Quaritieo last week by General Swing, 
be indicated that he believed that the immigration and Naturalisation 
Service now had the Mexican border under control. He pointed out 
that whereas a year ago many persons were able to cross the border 
without being picked up, this was no longer the condition. 

He also stressed the fact that the Immigration and 
Naturalisation Service was now penetrating the Communist Party in 
Mexico and had but recently established six new informants in the 
Communist Party in Mexico. He stated that through these new 
informants and those already maintained by the Immigration and 
Naturalisation Service in Mexico, the Immigration and Naturalisation 
Service e able to obtain the names of all Mexican Communist Party 
members along the Mexican border. 

I point this out because of the fact that it is evident 
that the Immigration and Naturalisation Service have or are endeavoring 
to expand their informant coverage along the border and this certainly 
should present a challenge to the FBI to have adequate coverage in 
that area.

At the present time the correspondence with the variou 
border offices relative to the border coverage project is filed 
in captioned file. That correspondence pertains to the offices 
at San Antonio, El Paso, Albuquerque, Phoenix and. San Diego, The 
file is becoming voluminous and it is increasingly difficult to 
follow the correspondence with the various field offices. In 
order to facilitate the supervision of this program, it is 
recommended that the Records Section be requested to break this 
file down into subfiles with one for each border office, A 
separate subfile would not be necessary for the Legal Attache's 
office in Mexico since that office is hot directly responsible 
for the border coverage program. While copies of the communications 
with the border offices are furnished to the Legal Attache for 
his information, it is infrequent that inquiries have to be made 
of the Legal Attache in connection with the border coverage 
project itself, aside from requests for file checks relative to 
potential inf ormants being developed by the border offices.

Reference is made to the memorandum prepared by Supervisor 
Ferris from you to Mr. Boardman dated May 13, 1955* captioned as above, 
in which, under the heading “Seat of Government" Mr. Ferris strongly 
maintains that the supervision of the border coverage program, the 
Mexican Communist Party, and related cases be coordinated and handled 
on the same desk without divided jurisdiction* With reference to this 
observation I concur with Supervisor Ferris* views and in view of the 
fact that the Espionage Section supervised the Mexican Communist Party, 
the Popular Party of Mexico, and related cases and also in view of the 
fact that it is the purpose of the border coverage program to develop 
information relating to Communist and espionage activities in Mexico, it 
would be logical to transfer the border coverage program to that Section.. 

In connection with the statement made by Supervisor Ferri s ' 

that we should revert to the procedure we followed during the | I t> 7 D 
program, i.e., combining the administrative handling of the Legal 
Attaches as well as supervising all cases growing out of their coverage, 

I do not believe that this should be done at this time. The objectives, 
procedures, and responsibilities under our p resent foreign liaison program 
are entirely different from those during the I I program. The foreign 
liaison program today is but an extension of the activities of the 
Domestic Intelligence Division. The administrative handling of our Legal 
Attaches has encountered no difficulties although the cases handled by 
those Attaches and Liaison Representatives are supervised by other 
Sections and Divisions in the Bureau. The situation so far as the Legal 
Attaches are concerned is comparable to the domestic administrative 
handling of our field offices, they being handled from an administrative 
viewpoint by one Division, while the product of their investigations is 
handled by all Divisions. Keeping our foreign Liaison Representatives on 
the same basis is not inconsistent with Bureau policy at the present time, 
is functioning properly throughout the Legal Attache system, and'should 
be continued. 

I concur in the other comments made by Supervisor Ferris in 
the referenced memorandum. * \ \

In response to your request, the following analyses 
and recommendations are submitted concerning the weaknesses 
of the bo-rder coverage program: 


Seat of Government 


Since the inception of the border coverage program there 
has been divided jurisdiction with the administrative, aspects of 
program being handled in the Foreign Liaison Unit' and the informa¬ 
tion produced by the program'which, of coursb, pertains to the 
Mexican Communist Party, the Popular Party and related subjects 
being handled on one of the country desks' in the Espionage Section . 
Although the two Supervisors involved’endeavor to coordinate their 
work, this arrangement is not satisfactory .. Since the Supervisor 
handling the border coverage program thus is not aware of the 
product of that program it is not'possible for him to adequately 
gfi&ge the effectiveness of our coverage . It is strongly recommended 
that whether I am retained in the Foreign Liaison Unit or whether 
T am replaced by someone else, the supervision of the border cover¬ 
age project, the Mexican ComrtiuhVst Party and related cases be co¬ 
ordinated without divided jurisdiction . In. this connection it is 
pointed out that although our present objectives and procedures 
are different from what they were during the | ~| p rogram, neverthe¬ 

less, it is believed that consideration should, 6e given to the 
combining of the administrative and investigative supervision of 


foreign operations as we found it necessary to do when our foreign 
operations were here extensive . 


Foreign Liaison Unit 


The Foreign Liaison Unit has been undermanned for nfrarlj 
a year due to the growth and work of that Unit . Recommendations’ 
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were not made some time ago to increase personnel on that Desk 
because it was hoped that the increase was temporary. It 
appears, however, that such is not the case. The Foreign 
Liaison Unit is presently staffed with two Agents; and the 
work is divided into two categoriest (l) the handling of 
police cooperation investigation and name checks; '(3.) the 
supervision of our foreign offices and operations. During the 
past two years foreign requests for investigation and name 
checks have grown from 2314 in period 3/l/52; - 2/28/53 to 
3052 in the period 3/l/54 - 2/28/55. In addition, the work 
involving the supervision of the foreign offices has grown, 
particularly in Mexico where we have expanded operations and 
informant coverage. We also have two new offices which need 
careful supervision. Administrative handling of the border 
coverage program and the informants being developed under the 
intensified program together with the urgent need for closer 
supervision of that program all add up to the personnel shortage 
in the Foreign Liaison Unit. It is noted that for the past six 
months the two Agents assigned to the Foreign Liaison Unit 
have averaged five hours and twenty-six minutes a day overtime 
Jointlyi It is not possible to absorb substantially increased 
work by increased overtime and neither are there functions of 
the Unit which can be curtailed without impairing our control 
)of the foreign offices. It is recommended that if the border 
f coverage program is continued on the Foreign Liaison Desk that 
/ an additional Agent be added to. the Unit in- order that it can 
f be adequately staffed. If it is transferred to the Espionage 
Section the additional personnel might not be needed in Foreign 
1 Liaison at the present time. 

' Field Level ' 

(l) In connection with the operation of the border 
coverage program in the border offices, it is believed that 
our biggest weakness in the field is one of personnel. While 
most of the Agents handling this program in various border 
offices have been in the Resident Agencies or border offices for 
an extended period of time and are, therefore, of definite value 
to the program because of their extensive knowledge of the 
area and local residents and problems, there is, nevertheless, 
the need in some places for additional personnel with emphasis 


— 2 
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on well-rounded security experience. Other agents are needed 
in the areas where coverage is weakest and where the present 
agents have had only incidental or limited security experience with 
inadequate background relative to the development and handling 
of security informants as well as inadequate Communist background 
to properly judge the value and nature of the information that 
is received. 


It is recommended that an additional qualified 
Spanish-speaking security agent be assigned to each of the 
following posts: (l) The Resident Agency in Brownsville, Texas, 
where the border coverage program has over a long period of time 
been handled by Sa Glay Zachry who is exceptionally well acquainted 
with the McLtanams. area and who has developed and successfully 

operates j_| the only current informant utilised by the 

San Antonio office. Zachry, however, has not established adequate 
coverage. The coverage which we maintain in the eastern part 
of Texas is not adequate and it is believed that Zachry 3hould 
be supplemented by an additional qualified agent, (s) MeAflen, 
Texas, the second Resident Agency of the El *aso office. At 
present the border coverage program in the McAllen area is 
handled by clay Zachry. If a qualified Spanish-speaking Agent 
with qualified security experience is not now available in 
that Resident Agency, it is .recommended that such an agent be . 
assigned to that post. (3) Laredo, Texas. The border coverage 
program in this area is presently being handled - by Clarence P. 

■Graham, a good agent of unquestioned sincerity who, however, 
lacks security experience. He is making some progress in the 
development of informants, and the Legal Attache*3 office in ' 
Mexico is testing two informants in that area who may be 
eventually taken over by the Resident Agency, our coverage, 
however, in this vital spot is inadequate, and a well qualified 
security Agent is needed at Laredo to assist Graham on this 
program. (4J El Paso. The border coverage program in the 
El Paso area-ha3 been handled since its inception by SA Frederick 
Johns, and SA G. Lawrence Rice was added tn the, umgram 5-11-54.* 
Johns had developed good coverage through _ whom he developed

*Bue to a shortage of Spanish speaking agents, however, R ice had to 
devote his entire time to criminal work in Juarez and was not able 
to actively participate in this program until Becember, 1954. 
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and handled and who helped break the &U3 Hall case, ^he 
El Paso office has repeatedly tried to develop additional 
informants but our coverage is still inadequate . This 
situation should continue to be followed closely to see if 
Johns and Bice combined can develop needed coverage, If there 
is no improvement, a change would be indicated. 

With regard to the above suggestions regarding 
assignment of additional personnel to the offices mentioned 
it is to be noted that these agents will not devote their 
full time to this program since of necessity they must 
handle other matters in order to serve as a cover for their 
border coverage activities, 

(2) in the phoenix Office this program is handled 
at the west end of the state by the agent assigned to the 
Resident Agency at Juma, Arizona, The eastern and more 
important, part, however, is handled by an agent assigned 
to- the hdadquarters office at Phoenix, This assignment 
was necessary in November, 1954, as a suitable Spanish - 
speaking security, agent was hot available in the Resident 
Agencies near the border, The agent at Phoenix has to travel 
nearly a full day to gejb to the border and another day to 
return . * This, of course, is a cumbersome procedure which 
serves as a handicap in the development of adequate coverage. 
The SAC*s attention was called to this situation when the 
agent was approved and he was told to give consideration to 
the possibility of having this, program handled out of one 
of the Resident Agencies near the border, Tf some reason 
exists why that agent should not be transferred to one of the 
Resident Agencies, it is believed that the Administrative 
Division should furnish a qualified Spanish-speaking security 
agent for assignment to one of the Resident Agencies near the 
Arisona-Mexic.o border to handle this program, 

Above suggestions are predicated on the fact that 
in the past we have tried to handle this program with the 
personnel available but the results are not satisfactory, and 
it is recommended that in the future positive consideration 
be given to this program when personnel are selected for the 
border offices-. 
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ACTIONi 

The above is submitted for your information , 
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Reference is made to a memorandum submitted by Supervisor 
Nathan L, Ferris to you containing recommendations concerning 
weaknesses in the border coverage program, The following observations 
are submitted with respect to these recommendations: 


(l) Ferris suggests that thehandling of the cases 
involved in the program, that is the cases pertaining to the 
Mexican Communist Party, the Popular Party and related cases 
should be handled together with administrative supervision of 
the border coverage program, At present administration of the 
program is supervised on the Foreign Service Desk 9 and the cases 
are supervised on the substantive desks in the Espionage Section, 
Ferris adds the suggestion that consideration be given to the com¬ 
bining of administrative and investigative supervision of all of 
our foreign pperations as it was handled during SIS days. Section 
Chief Roach concurs with the first suggestion, that is that ad¬ 
ministrative and investigative operations of the border coverage 
program should be combined in the Espionage Section, He doe.s 
not believe, however, that we should consider extending this 
principle to other foreign offices at the present time. 


I do not think the transfer of the administrative handling 
of the border coverage program to the Espionage^Section would be 
sound. Essentially, this program involves an operation in a foreign 
country even though run from the border offices rather than from 
the Legal Attached office. It would not be practical to separate 
it from the supervision of the administration of the Mexico City 
office. Fundamentally, all work of the Bureau is run on the basis 
of one Section or Division handling administrative operations and 
another investigative operations, 

(2)‘ Ferris points out the Foreign Liaison Unit has bee 
undermanned. Although it was hoped that the increase of work was 
temporary > this doe^s not appear to be the case* He suggested an

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additional Agent be added to the Unit for supervision if the 
border coverage program is retained . 

Section Chief Roach has advised me that while the 
work on the Desk has been heavy and an additional Agent has 
been placed on the work when possible., he did not feel it 
necessary to ask for additional help until in the recent 
past, I have been loath to request transfer of additional 
help into the Division• However, we will again examine the 
situation and submit a recommendation, 

(3) Ferris suggests that certain changes be made 
in the personnel handling this program in the field offices in 
order to place personnel oh this program who are fully qualified 
to handle it, that is Spanish-speaking Agents with security 
experience• Mr, Keay's memorandum to me dated April 23, 1955, 
suggested that it may be desirable to add additional qualified 
personnel to this project but suggested that it be considered 
in the next border conference which was then scheduled for 
May but has been postponed until June 2, I believe it to 
be desirable to complete the survey by the Training and Inspecti 
Division now being made and hold this conference before we 
consider making changes in the personnel assignments on this 
program in the field. 
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Further reference is made to the suggestion that cases per- 
taining to the Mexican Communist Party, Popular Party and related 
cases should be supervised on the same desk handling the administra¬ 
tive supervision of the Mexican Border coverage program • At the 
present time, the specific cases are supervised in the Espionage 
Section, while, administration of the border coverage program is 
supervised on the Foreign Liaison Desk, 


It should be noted that primarily the Mexican Border cover¬ 
age program is concerned with, the development and running of informants 
in Mexico, The principal weakness in the program and, therefore, the 
principal matter needing attention is the development of adequate in¬ 
formant coverage • The information received as a result of this cover¬ 
age is concerned with and combined with a number of different cases 
under the supervision of different Supervisors, It would seem that 
the efforts of the desk supervising the Mexican border coverage pro¬ 
gram should be devoted to the principal problem - that is - the ex¬ 
tension of our informant coverage and should not be diverted by the 
supervision of numerous miscellaneous matters. 


Insofar as keeping up with the effectiveness of the informant 
program, the Foreign Liaison Desk Superui sor on the Mexican Border 
coverage would not need to see all of the information produced any 
more than the Informant Desk in the Internal Security Section would 
need to 3 ee all of the information produced as the result of inform¬ 
ant coverage within the United States, The Foreign Liaison Desk should 
be able to keep up with the effectiveness of the informant coverage by 
the progress reports submitted by border offices and, of course, by, the 
justification letters on individual informants • * ^ 

RECOMMENDATION 

It is recommended that the Foreign Liaison Desk continue t$ 
administer the border coverage program, bu.t that the information pro¬ 
duced - that is - the cases involved be supervised on the substantive 
desks now handling these cases,

WALTER W. OREBAUGH, American Consul, Nuevo Laredo, 
advised that at the time TREVINO * s card was lifted by the American 
Consul in 1952, he vehemently denied he was or ever was a member 
of the Communist Party or that he was a Communist sympathizer. 

He stated that he was a strong supporter of democratic principles. 
He admitted that he had been a close associate of JUAN DE DIOS

Background ; This program of Communist coverage along the Mexican 
border began in 1948. Knowledge of the program was 
restricted to those persons specifica ljji ac cessary to implement it 
at the beginning. We have notadvised md INS of this program. 

The program is now restricted on a rceea- W^-know basis and has been 
handled by five domestic offices , vis. San D^ego } Phoenixj 
Albuquerque 3 El PasOj and San Antonio. There is correlation among' 
these offices and the Mexico City office which is supervised by 
the SAC’s in each of the domestic offices and the Legal Attache 
in Mexico City. 


Aims of the Program : Chief aims of this program when initiated 

were for the purpose of keeping the Bureau 
cognisant and fully advised of the identity of Communists and 
Communist groups in Mexico adjacent to the United States border. 
Further aims were: any Communist action against the United States;

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Communist membership in Mexico has been listed 
by the Office of Intelligence Research of the State Department 
as of February, 1955, in the amount of 5 3 000, Membership 
claimed by the Party in 1954 was 15,000, On 5-1-53 there were 
1,500 dues-paying members in the Communist Party of which one- 
half of the membership lived in Mexico City according to this 
publication. The Popular Party of Mexico is headed by

Foreign Liaison Desk under Supervisor in Charge Nathan 
L, Ferris, Domestic Intelligence Division, Supervision in the 
border offices has been by the SAG l 2 s, Mexico City is supervised- 
by the Legal Attache, 

Inspection Findings: Inspections have been completed of Phoenix, 

San Diego and Mexico City and are in 
progress in El Paso and San Antonio, All of these inspections 
have revealed that the development of informants on the Mexican 
side of the border hast p been a part-time program. Inspector 
Nugent states in order to have well-placed informants who are in 
a position to report on plans and activities of subversive 
groups along the border that consideration should be given to 
the following: 

1, Establishment of Special Agents in each of the border 
consulates acting in the guise of Visa Control officers, There 
are seven U, S, Consulates situated along the Mexico-U,S, border 
located at: Tijuana, Mexicali, Nogales, Cuidad Juarez, Piedras 

Negras, Nuevo Laredo, and Matamoros, 

2, Inspector Nugent points out the following advantages-: 
Spanish-speaking Agents acting as Consular officers, specializing 
in Visa work would provide an excellent cover. It would permit 

a legitimate reason for contacting local authorities about 
Communists and Communism, It would not require crossing back 
and forth across the border each day. These Consular Agents 
would become familar with local activi.tes more promptly, They 
would be associated with local residents, know local problems 
and because of their n cover n would not meet the normal opposition 
encountered by FBI Agents in Mexico, 

Disadvantages stated by Inspector Nugent: It would be 
necessary to clear these men with the State Department, They' 
would of necessity have to. devote their time to activities of 
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interest to the Consulate. Communist activities in the 
border area appear insufficient to fully occupy the time of 
these men and these Agents would be unproductive for certain 
periods of time.. Inspector Nugent recommended as follows r 

That an on—the~scene coordinator, under Assistant 
Director Belmont# be set upj to coordinate this program on 
both sides of the Mexican border# including the five border 
offices and Mexico City.. All. Agents selected as Consular 
officers should be single# have SIS experience in Latin 
America# be fully bilingual, and well, suited to development of 
informantsDue to insecurity of Mexican mails and telephone 
communications# these ,r Consular”*'Agents would' have Post Office 
boxes to receive mail on the American side of the border and 
any necessary contact with them would be arranged through the 
Agent in charge of the adjacent border office *. Coordination 
through Mexico City would be undesirable because of security reasons 
concerning mails and telephones as noted *, Inspector Nugent states, 
further that SAC Werner# San Antonio# agrees with such program 
as advanced by Nugent and if the full, program could not be: 
implemented by placing Agents in the s:eveh border Consular offices', 
that they be placed in these Consular officesi in this order: 
lm- Tijuana# 2.. Juarez# 3., Nuevo Laredo, 4., Nogales, S. Mat amor os# 
6.. Mexicali, and Piedras: Negras. 

The second alternative plan considered to implement this, 
program would be'to assign full, time one Agent in each of four 
border offices# namely: San Diego# Phoenix# El. Paso# and 
San Antonio., No Mexican towns, are adjacent to the Albuquerque, 
territoryWith no additional assignments except matters of 
developing border informants# these Agents would work: under a. 
coordinator# as above# who in turn would be under the supervision 
of Mr.. Belmont# and working in conjunction with the supervisory 
desk: handling Mexican matters.. The coordinator should be 
familiar with the problems inherent in this program and would 
coordinate work: in the five border offices and the Mexico City 
office., 

The third plan would be to continue to supervise the 
program through SACs but with added emphasis in consideration 
of the recommendations outlined heretofore# as. a means: of 
strengthening operations *. 
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CONCLUSIONS i 


The Foreign Liaison Desk- has been consul-bed concerning 
-bhe possibility of placing individuals in the American 
Consulates along the Mexican border. It is considered by that 
Desk that both the State Department and the Mexican government 
would approve the assignment of Agents to the Consulates. 

Howeverj Visa Control officers are required to issue visas 
and normally are approved by Congress to act in such capacity. 

If Agents are assigned to the Consulates they could possibly 
act as special\assistant to the Consulate and could be issued 
a special passport showing official status. It would appear the 
assignment of seven Agents to the Consulates along the Mexican 
bord er would possibly result in unusual curiosity on the part of 
I and INS as' to our reasons for assigning these men. We could 

not control completely within the Bureauj details concerning our 

interest in this program. 

The assignment of a coordinator to handle the program 
is believed desirable. This coordinator should be experienced 
on this program and Inspector Nugent has suggested consideration 

be given to the assignment of SAC J. F. Santoiana inasmuch as 

Santoiana was cognisant and handled this program effectively 
while SAC at San Biego. He is also qualified from a language 
standpoint and could make any necessary travel for purposes 
of coordination in Mexico without arousing suspicion .• Any 
coordinator with similar qualities would suffice. Coordinator * s 
duties would be to confer with SAC^s and Agents and advise them 
concerning the necessary procedures to fully correct deficiencies 
in this program. 

It is beligved that any program developed should be 
continued for six-mPnth period at which time a thorough 
evaluation of the results of the program should be made to 
determine whether it should be continued^ reduced in scope or 
modified. 






RECOMMENDATIONS 


2. Permit designation of reliable individuals as 
security informants although they have a criminal record • 
Same regulations should not apply to border informants as ta 
domestic security informants as it is unlikely that border 
informants would ever be called upon to testify • Inspector 
noted Mexican border towns have many criminal types residing 
there • 


Circularise all field offices to determine 
whether they have Spanish-speaking security informants who would 
be willing to visit or spend a temporary period in the Mexican

The conference was opened by Belmont outlining the back- \ 
ground, aims, and purposes of the program, the imperative necessity 
for aggressive handling, the need for close supervision and field 
direction to make the program active and productive, and the 
Director *s vital concern over inadequate implementation of the program 
up to now. The conference was told that definite objectives would 
be set during the conference and must be met without fail. 


Thereafter each office was required to set forth in detail 
the progress,' or lack of progress, it had made since the last 
conference in January. 1955* The offices were told we. wanted cdld, 
hard facts during their presentation and not excuses.. It became very 
apparent that inadequate progress had been made. 


Inspector Nugent then briefed the conference as to the 
inadequacies discovered during the inspection of the border-offices 
and the Legal Attached Office in Mexieo as it pertained to-this 
program.

We went over in detail the exchange of information between the 
border offices and the legal Attache and set up specific instructions

OBSERVATIONS s 

This conference was used to drive home the extreme importance 
of this program, the Director's displeasure at the poor implementation 
to date, to analyze what is necessary and how to. go about it, and to 
unmistakably impress on the conference that this job must be done 
thoroughly and promptly and no excuses will be.accepted*

No requests for personnel were made, other than that set out 
below* In fact, the conference was specifically asked whether the 
Bureau had restrictions on this program which were hampering the Agents 
and the reply was negative* 


The information resulting from the pinpointing of this program 
through analysis of the problems of each office and the Legal Attache 
reflects that there is relatively little population along the Mexican 
side of the border, except in cities such as Mexacali, Nogales, Ciudad 
Juarez, Nuevo Laredo, and Matamoros* There are other small towns but j 
relatively few in number, over the approximate 2,000 miles of the Mexican j 
border* There are long stretches of hundreds or miles wherein there is 
nothing but desert or mountains and no habitation* Except, in certain 
towns such as Mexacali, Ciudad Juarez, etc*, there is no Indication

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of subversive activity. Our problem, therefore, must be approached 
from the standpoint' of intelligence coverage 'which will alert us to 
subversive activity wherever it may arise along the border. In so 
doing we must have strong informant coverage in those towns where 
there is subversive activity and strong coverage through sources of 
information in those areas and towns where 1 'subversive activity is not 
evident. These sources will alert us to any unusual activities or 
indication of subversive activities which we will then investigate. 

RECOMMENDATIONS t 

1. El Paso needs two additional Spanish-speaking Agents. 
They have requested these Agents and the Administrative Division 
is considering the request. I recommend they be sent immediately. 
They should be men who really speak Spanish and who are experienced 
in security work.

2. SAC Bryce of Albuquerque stated that he had a request 
in for a Resident Agent at Deming, New Mexico, thirty miles north of 
the border.

. During the Border Coverage Conference held in El Paso on 

} Ju ne 2 -and 3 , 1955 , the coverage of security threats to the United States 
within the inBeFfOr-of Mexico were completely explored. After complete 
analysis of the Legal Attached progress, it became evident that he and 
his staff have effected strong coverage within Mexico within the limita¬ 
tions of personnel assigned^and the basis for operations in Mexico. It 
was found that the Legal Attache has taken aggressive steps to perfect 
this coverage, and particularly in looking toward that type of coverage 
which would be of assistance to the domestic border offices in handling 
the border coverage program. He is continually expanding his informant 
coverage, particularly in the northern area of Mexico. Since the last 
conference in January, 1955, he has developed and reactivated informants 
who have been, or are in the process of being, turned over to the border 
offices for handling as "investigative informants" to perfect coverage 
in the areas adjacent to the United States. In addition to this, he has 
sent informants on road trips along the border areas to explore and re¬ 
port possible subversive activities and to select potential sources and 
informants who can be used by the border offices. There is no question 
but what Speakes and his staff have done a good job. He has been 
assisted in obtaining the results by having a clear understanding of the 
problem and it is believed that he will continue to aggressively promote 
his coverage to assist the border coverage offices, as well as perfect 
better coverage in the interior.

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It was determined that aside from the border areas, the Legal 
Attache has developed many high-placed informants who have in the past, 
and who continue to, supply good, sound information on subversive 
activities in Mexico. The Legal Attache advises that he can undoubtedly 
develop more confidential informants if it were not for the great dis¬ 
tances to be traveled within Mexico to contact and handle potential 
informants. He has suggested that this barrier may be alleviated in part 
if he were to establish additional Resident Agents in the American Consul¬ 
ate at Nogales, Sonora, and other types of undercover assignments in 
< Hermosillo, Sonora, ana in Chihuahua City, Chihuahua. The Legal Attache 
was told to submit a letter to the Bureau writing up his recommendations 
for such assignments and pointing out what coverage such assignments would 
give him in northern Mexico and whether it was feasible to handle such 
Resident Agencies from his office.

From a complete analysis of the coverage maintained by the 
Mexico City Office and the assistance they have in the past, and will 
continue to give to the domestic border offices, it is quite evident that 
the Mexico City Office has, and will continue to give valuable assistance 
to this program.

DETAILS : 

During the Border Coverage Conference held at El Paso on 
June 2 and 3. 19 55 » the activities of the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service (INS; on the border were discussed. Those in attendance were j 
told very specifically that it was hard to understand why, with our 
intensified coverage along the border, we had not been able to develop 
sufficient informant coverage; that this fact was particularly disturbing 
as Gene ral Swing. head of INS, had stated that they had an informant 
who was |the Communist Party (CP) in Chihuahua* They b7D 

were also told that recently Swing had stated that his Service had the 
Mexican border under control and that his Service had been able to 
penetrate the Communist Party in Mexico with the recent establishment 
of six new informants in the CP of Mexico; that through such means INS 
was able to obtain the names of all CP members along the Mexican border* 
Those at the conference were told that it was quite evident that INS 
endeavored, or is endeavoring, to expand its informant coverage along 
the border and that this certainly should be a challenge to the FBI to 
have adequate coverage in that area. 

Considering the above, I had each SAC submit data, to the best 
of his recollection (office files and records were not there available), 
concerning INS coverage along the border which would give us an idea 
of INS coverage, which would point up the need for us to press hard 
for complete security coverage. Those in attendance were definitely 
impressed with the fact that the FBI will not depend upon INS for its 
coverage along the Mexican border, that we do not want to lean on I 

anyone, and that we must perfect our own coverage by informants con- ' j 
trolled by the Bureau. The following information of particular interest I 
is set forth. It,is to be noted that if this informatio n is to be 
trans mit t e jLj^ut^fde the„J3ur.eau,. we would have t o request these offices J 
to■searc h their records on the points raised and give us spe cific cases 
and ide ntities of Illegal entries before we could factually identify the 1 
cases and situations mentioned. - -- 1 

IJ* S.-MEXICAN BORDER CONDITION : 

The border between the U. S. and Mexico is considered, by all 
who have knowledge of it, to be ”wide open.” This means that entry 
into the United States from Mexico is virtually unchallenged whether 
, such entry is by legal or illegal procedures. There is a border line 
of approximately 2,000 miles with about 25 official border crossing point; 
[With rare exceptions, such as mountains or lakes, the border can be

crossed anyvhere by just walking across (the Rio Grande River affords no 
protection)o The only detection against such crossings is the Border 
Patrol, which makes routine physical checks, sets up check points in the 
U* S„, and conducts concerted drives by using large numbers of personnel 
in selected spots,, These procedures have materially reduced the entry 
into the U. S» of the so-called '’wetbacks'’ of the ’’ragged” worker-type 
Mexicans* It is particularly easy for persons to cross the border at 
official check points, the only requisite being that the person is 
moderately well dressed end can speak English. Under these circumstances 
there Is no challenge made if the person states he Is an American or has 
some kind of a document such as a birth or baptismal certificate, 

Selective Service card, or discharge papers, all of which can be. and 
many times are, false. There are "document mills" in existence in the 
Brownsville and Eagle Pass areas. Many laboring-class aliens go as far 
north as Chicago, New York, and other U. S. cities, where they are some¬ 
times spotted by INS by checking at industrial plants. This in and of 
itself shows that they do without difficulty enter at the border un- j 

detected. Legal entry can be made into the U. S. by almost any 
nationality by obtaining Mexican citizenship, with little or no expense 
or trouble, and then obtaining a valid U. S. visa. Aside from these 
types of cases, there is a large segment of itinerant labor which is 
brought into the U. S. annually under the sponsorship of the Department 
of Agriculture. Further, on certain holidays, such as Washington*s 
Birthday and local Mexican holidays, two twin cities on the Mexican and 
U. S. border are thrown completely open to all who care to travel between 
them with no checks made whatsoever. Such an occasion occurred as late 
as March 18, 1955> In the San Diego area and during the Lenten season in 
the San Antonio area. 

INS COVERAGE ; 

The facts supplied by the border offices revealed that INS- 
does have a drive on toward obtaining informants along the Mexican 
border. In some areas it has Increased Its supervisory personnel to 
obtain better results from the field personnel. In the San Diego, 

Phoenix, Albuquerque, and San Antonio areas INS has no informants in the 
CP of Mexico, according to its own inspectors. They do have in the 
El Paso area three active members of the CP of Mexico and three former 
members and one individual who Is described as a labor union official who 
Is allegedly in a position to identify some CP members. Other thah these 
seven informants, the Bureau*s offices report that INS does not have other 
coverage in the CP of Mexico. _One of the three Informant* until recently

Chihuahua rojLJLowmg a ractional dispute three other individuals took 
over the handling of the CP in this state and INS*s Inf ormant was not 
included although he is still a member of the CP. The INS inspectors 
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and supervisory personnel in the border areas readily admit to the 
Bureau*s representatives that they do not have full and complete 
coverage along the border; that they are not in a position to identify all 
members of the CP of Mexico* Legal Attache Speakes advises that the CP 
headquarters itself in Mexico City is not in a position to identify all 
members due to the lack of membership coordination in the party. 

INS officials on the border have advised our representatives on 
various occasions that they do not have informant coverage in many of 
the areas along the border. In the Laredo, Texas, office of INS all 
operations toward developing security informants have ceased since May 21, 
195!?j as the Inspector in Charge has been called to Washington for train¬ 
ing in administrative procedures not related to security work. Some of 
the informants used by INS are those that have been discontinued by the 
Bureau due, at least in one instance, to the fact that we had found him 
to be unreliable. In Mexico City proper there has been an aggressive 
drive on by INS to recruit security Informants. One informant, however, 
used by INS Is a person that the Legal Attache had discontinued as an 
informant in view of his being unreliable. 

DELATIONS WITH INS : 

The relations between the Bureau and INS representatives on 
the border are described as being excellent. INS goes to great lengths 
to be of assistance even to the extent, in the B1 Paso Office, of j 

revealing the names, symbol numbers, and identifying data of their 
informants on a voluntary basis. The feelings of the rank and file and 
officials of INS in the border area are extremely anti*-Swing and they are 
opposed to his policies and procedures. 

OBSERVATIONS : 

I 1. The border between the United States and Mexico is * 

|unguarded, easy to cross, and is considered by both American and Mexican I 
|Immigration officials on the border to be “wide open.** I

2. INS coverage, according to the statements of the INS \ 

officials in the area, is inadequate although efforts are being made to j 
improve it* From the information supplied by our offices, which was 
obtained from Immigration people themselves, the coverage of INS along ;

one of the principal official border control points. Another example 
ted by Bryce revealed that 56 aliens in one day, a considerable 
» distance from the El Paso entry point, were found working on a dairy • 

I farm in the area and had been for some time. The Mexico City Office 

cites examples where known Communists entered the United States as 
migratory farm laborers even after a stop had been placed by the 
Bureau*s representatives in Monterrey with the Immigration Service at 
the border. 
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Reference is made to the suggestion made at the recent

In response -bo instructions given at the June Border Coverage < 
Conference, the Legal Attache in Mexico has submitted his analyses of**- 
methods of extending our border coverage and coverage in the northern part 
of Mexico., which was received on June 14, 1955. In the Legal Attache's 
opinion the best and simplest method would be through a vigorous program 
handled by the domestic field utilising well chosen Agents devoting most 
l of their time to the program. This would avoid the problem of ? n ’coxie.rs n 
and artificial restrictions on the number of Agents who could K \So.rk on 
the project. 


As an alternate method, the Legal Attache suggests the possible 
|use of undercover Agents assigned to the border Consulates as "visa 
\Control Officers." According to this plan the Agents would have to be 
completely undercover even as far as the border offices are concerned. 

Such Agents would have to be handled administratively from the Seat of 
Government, according to the Legal Attache, because they should not be 
controlled by the border SAC's and the distance would mdjce cjontrol Uy the 
Legal Attache difficult. 

On an exploratory basis, inquiry has been made of Mr. McBeod'sx 
office l n the State Department concerning the title "Visa Control officers!' 
After checking into the matter, we have been advised by liaison .that'"'tKe J 
.title is unknown at State and it is one which would either openly involve 
llmmigration and Naturalisation duties or would be open to suspicion. It 
mould, therefore, be useless from our standpoint. Also any such under¬ 
cover arrangement would involve our Agents in handling certain State Depart¬ 
ment functions as' a cover, which would involve us in the operations of 
another department, an.XLbviously unsatisfactory arrangement .

The principal problem as proposed by the Legal Attache is-the- 
coverage of the interior of the States of Chihuahua and Sonora south of 
the border area. The distances of those areas from Guadalajara where our 
Resident Agency is stationed has made them hard to cover through the 
Legal Attache's set-up and the fact that the border office Agents are 
limited to 25 miles below the border has made it hard to cover the interior 
of those states from the border offices. It is believed, however s that this 
problem has been solved to a large extent through the June Border. Coverage 
Conference, at which p^limjjary arrangements were made for, both the Legal 
Attache and the border offices to utilise the services of the State 
| Judicial Police in both Sonora and Chihuahua to cover the interior of 
those states. By subsequent letter of 6/15/55 the Legal Attache advised 
of preliminary arrangements worked out with the Chief of the Judicial 
Police of Chihuahua to conduct security investigations of the .type needed 
by us and arrangements are being planned whereby the use of security 
organisations being established by h.im will be available to the El Paso

In times of severe__international 
crises or of actual warfare the presence of a "Bureau Agent assigned 
to each Consulate would prpBably_.be reasonable, whereas in less 
critical times such assignments would probably be justified only

At the June, 19^5> Border Coverage Conference in El Paso,

item of information may be found in the body of the. summary* 

in the preparation of the synopsis you should avoid 
letting it deteriorate to a mere table of contents enumerating 
what is to he stated: later on* The synopsis should? under each 
block heading? set forth in two or three sentences the meat 
of the information set forth in detail in the body of the 
summary* In such form it should prove of greater benefit 
to officials at the, Beat of Government> . 

Where matters are dealt with in this summary which 
are of primary interest to the Bureau the question will 
naturally arise as to what is being done by you with regard 
to that information . For this reason you should include a 
simple direct statement stating the action being taken* 
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Reference is made to the monthly intelligence summary 
prepared by the Legal Attache, Mexico City, under the date of July 10^ 
1955, a copy of which, was forwarded to each border office by the 
Bureau.

Government Stability 

The picture is different from that of a year ago when, 
due to government weakness, almost any attack might overthrow 
the RUIZ CORTINES administration. Now the same fear of a pos¬ 
sible coup d’etat does not exist in political circles. The 
HENRIQUISTA opposition party has largely disappeared from the 
scene. But that is not the reason for the changed atmosphere 
since, by itself, the administration is as weak as- ever. The 
new factor of strength comes from the general recognition that 
General and ex-President LAZARO CARDENAS stands behind the ad¬ 
ministration, and any contemplated attack on the government must 
envisage an attack on CARDENAS also. No person or group is yet 
ready to take such a step although there is no lack of persons 
who express their alarm about CARDENAS and his influence over 
the administration. 

Political Factions 


July 3» 1955 elections for the Federal Chamber of 
Deputies took place quietly amid general apathy from a public 
long used to government party (PRI) supremacy. Post election 
results reflected overwhelming victory by the PRI, with minor dis¬ 
putes being registered by several of the weak parties- of the so- 
called opposition. 


Behind the scenes, however, eyes are already looking 
toward the 1958 presidential elections, and one rather bitter 


rivalry has developed within the ranks of the PRI itsegf.-f fBrbadly, 
it shapes up into a fight between the "Cardenistas” and the L

LAZARO CARDENAS has substantial contro 
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the present weak administration of RUIZ CORTENES and is anxious 
not to lose that control. The followers of MIGUEL ALEMAN,, who 
became used to six fat years while ALEMAN was president, are 
conspiring to get their man back into power. ALEMAN, himself, 
touring Europe, appears rather detached from the many intrigues of 
his followers. 

, The^ALemanistas'* >are working in two groups, a civilian 
group headed by^UGERITrLE’ LA^SELVA, former Chief of the Presi- 
dential Executive Offices .under .ALEMAN, and a military group ^ 
headed by General SANTIAGO^PINAjsSORIA, former Chief of the Presi¬ 
dential Military Aides under ALEMAN. DE LA SELVA is an intrigue- 
type of operator. PINA SORIA and his group are more inclined 
toward direct-action but lack a plan at present. Both groups 
are occult and are anti-Communist on an opportunistic basis,. 

Both detest the CARDENAS influence in government and CARDENAS, 
himself, is known to have strong personal distaste for DE LA SELVA 
The latter could encounter personal harm or exile if he pushed 
things too far. 

•Re-election Issue 


•The Mexican Constitution of 1917 forbids that a 
Mexican president serve twice, and the issue is quite dead ex¬ 
cept that during ALEMAN’S term, ROGERIO. DE LA SELVA did try 
to plan a legal extension of ALEMAN’S term or a legal basis for 
re-election. His efforts behind the scenes failed utterly. 

On June 10, 1955, VICEN^^MBARD^OLEDANCTheld a 
press conference. He has been anti--ALEMAN during recent years, 
and, of course, he would like to stand in well with CARDENAS.. 
LOMBARDO told the*press that "Alemanistas” were secretly working 
to change the law to make ALEMAN eligible once more for the 
presidency and should that come to pass, he, LOMBARDO, with .. 

the Popular Party, would then sponsor General LAZARu^CARDENAS '" A 
since he, too., would be eligible, LOMBARDO’S statement caused 
great press notice, and finally CARDENAS felt compelled to issue 
a statement against re-election. Results: LOMBARDO received 
personal publicity which he probably craved. CARDENAS, probably 



first annoyed toy LOMBARDO, later saw the opportunity to issue 
the statement and assume stature once more as a leader of 
the country* s opinion. The principal, of no re-election re¬ 
ceived restatement and strengthening, if it needed any.. 


Deaths 


ENRIQUE^4oDRIGU^(cANO, Chief of the Presidential 
Offices, died June 7, 19*>5, at the age of Ijlj.; from a liver 
ailment* He was close to the President in daily affairs of 
office, and he viewed with concern the increasing penetration 
of CARDENAS elements of Communist affiliation or sympathies.

ADOLFO DE L^HCERTA, President of” Mexico in 1920, 
died July 9, 19$$, at age of 7k» Regarded as an honorable 
man, he died in modest circumstances, and his passing will have 
no marked effect on contemporary political affairs. 


Another ex-president whose death, should it occur, 
would profoundly affect current domestic affairs, is known to 
be insvery>4elicate health from a heart condition. This is 
MAMEI^yiL^CAMACHO, who is regarded' by the public as a sound¬ 
thinking elder' statesman, even though he is not elderly. Be¬ 
sides controlling an important segment of Mexican political 
power in his. own right, he is important as a liaison influence at 
top level on all important questions between CARDENAS, President 
RUIZ CORTINES, MIGUEL ALEMAN, and himself. 


Police Liaison Changes 

DEMETRIC^^ORES^AGOAGA, Chief of the Gobernacion Police 
of Social and Political Investigations, was involved in a night 
club fracas in May, 19 $$• The resulting publicity may have been 
stimulated by important criminal influences and political enemies. 
Regardless of the source, the publicity made imperative FAGOAGA* s 
resignation. On July IQ, 19$$, he advised his resignation has 
not yet been acted upon by the President, but FAGOAGA is not

From observation it does not appear that close inspection of 
all individuals crossing the border is possible because of the 
relatively large crowds passing to and. from the United States, 
However, it should be pointed out that during the Washington 
Birthday Holidays of 1955 INS stopped Lorenzo Luna CuJliel from 
entering the United States and at that time excluded him, 

Lorenzo Luna Curiel is a Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, high school 
professor who has been identified 'for many years as being closely 
associated with the Communist Party of Mexico,

sulate with letters of recommendation from established business 
houses, the consulate will then in most cases issue the border¬ 
crossing card. 


It is the opinion of Special Agent -CREEDEN that each re¬ 
quest from each consular area must be handled individually. 

For example, in Piedres Negras and Cd Juarez the officers in 
charge of those consulates are very pro-Bureau and any request 
of them either by a Bureau representative or through Special 
Agent CREEDEN, using his cover of Vice Consul, will be granted. 

In Matamoros the Consul appears to be very friendly towards the 
Bureau. However, it is believed that further contact should be 
had with him for the purpose of feeling him out regarding this 
procedure should it be adopted,. The Consul in Nuevo Laredo is 
comparatively new. However., he has always treated Special Agent 
CREEDEN in a very friendly manner, and has on one occasion spoken 
highly of the Director and the Bureau. 


If a stop card on a certain individual who is applying 
for a border-crossing card at a consulate is pending in the 
files of i&NS at the border, they automatically will stop him, 
pick up his border-crossing card, and generally give hiiii a hear 
ing for the purpose of attempting to clear his name. It is 
during this hearing that I&NS generally make overtures as to 
the possibility of this individual^ becoming an informant, 
therefore before any action can be taken towards obtaining a 
border-crossing card for an informant through the consulates, 
a complete check must be made of the indices of the consulate 
and if possible a discreet check of the I&NS indices.
